of the department report that 427,185,- 
758 pounds of raw sugar are held in 
bond in government warehouses in 
New \ ork.

sounds like a great amount, but re­ 
duced to tons it amounts only to 194,- 
1<6 long tons. 
When it is taken into 
account that the Cuban crop this year 
amounted to more than 3,000,000 long 
tons, the quantity of sugar held in 
warehouses by refiners does not seem 
excessive. 
Thus the quantity held in 
New' York warehouses bv refiners is 
only one-fifteenth Of the total Cuban 
crop. 
While the Department of Justice is 
threatening prosecutions, the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce is defending the 
refiners, claiming that the high price 
ot sugar is caused almost solely by the 
European war. 
Their figures show 
that in the fiscal year ending June 30 
1914, just a month before the war be­ 
gan, this country exported 50,895,725 
pounds of sugar.
